Saltzstein. a convicted burglar 
and bookmaker, and George; 
Schiller, about whom tittle is; 
known. 

Among the clients and for- 
mer clients are Wellington As- 
sociates, owners of the Chrysler 
Building and the largest ac- 
quirers of real estate in the 
metropolitan area In recent 
years; William J. Levitt, most 
of whose massive building op* 
erations have been with non- 
union labor; Flower and Fifth 
Avenue Hospitals, Howard 
Clothes, Bond Clothes, and the 
Concord Hotel at Lake Kia- 
mesha, N. T. 

Other clients here and In 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
other parts of the East have 
brought 8-G.S. billings to an 
estimated $500,000 a year.

Mr. Gar- 
melia was replaced by Gambino 
in April, 1955. Conveniently, 
this did not require a change 
in the firm name. In April, it 
became a corporation, with 99 
shares split three ways.
